Marcus Duffield's "Ring legion" may l« 
said to bo an expose of the American Le¬ 
gion. The book inquire* into th# Legion’s 
history, bet hod, and Intentions and finally 
dolivers the conclusion expressed In the ti¬ 
tle. 

Tbe author has played the part of a re¬ 
porter well and assembled convincing evi¬ 
dence to support hi* contention that Uto 
American legion is a menace to the coun¬ 
try. He tells nf bow the Legion .upon its 
formation after Uto World War. resolved 
to be entirely dls-awociated from politics, 
and how in 1928 a National Commander 
said, “the G. A. R. dominated the United 
.State* for years after the Civil War al¬ 
though It had a membership of but i*0.t>00 
.... What an opportunity for the Legion." 

He speaks also «f the Legion's continued 
activity uf rabid 100'r American spirit in 
schools and churchos and of the Influence 
it ha* exerted upon Congress in the pass¬ 
ing nf hills pertaining tn tbe Veterans Bu¬ 
reau, the bonus, the bonus loan, the nation¬ 
al dofsnso act, a bigger army and navy, 
and a universal draft plan. Finally he sug¬ 
gest* that if the power of the Legion con¬ 
tinue* to grow, the United States will find 
Itself dominated by a Factot-liko group 
whose only interest wiU be tn saddle the 
country with tax burdens for the future 
and past maintenance of those who fight 
the wars. 


Simultaneous with hi* last novel, a bio¬ 
graphy nf James Branch Cabell, U publish¬ 
ed by Carl Van Dorvn. Reviewing both 
of three book* ‘The Saturday Review of 
Literature’' say* uf the novel, “These Rest¬ 
less Heads", “It to a hook uf reflections, 
melancholy and Inconclusive reflection* like 
those that take up too much of The Vir¬ 
ginian’; and thry will not be new to the 
readers of Mr. Cabell."

extremely capable by his familiarity with 
the French mind and custom*. A review in 
“Th* Saturday Review of Literature*' dates. 
‘The result to an impression of reality, of 
an actual perrnn brought before us tn the 
flesh, not of one long since buried in the 
remote past." 


Although be has published no new plays 
since 'The Apple Cart" over a year ago, 
Bernard Shaw still manages to keep before 
the puldir. Fust it was through the pub¬ 
lication of Ida correspondence with Ellen 
Terry and now through his biography writ¬ 
ten by Frank Harris. 

Of this "The Atlantic Monthly” says: 
“Some of th* English reviewer* of Frank 
Harris's “Bernard Shaw” have pronounced 
it trivial and doll. I should call it indigeet- 
od, at times almost maudlin, and in same 
of its literary criticisms childish; but the 
inclusion nf so many of Shaw’s letters save* 
it from triviality, and the way in which 
Harris unvonsciunusly portray* himself as 
a picture of harried puxxlcment is far from 
duU,"

Introducing Julius Oliver, 

Keeper Of New Chapel

If the Knon to* Memorial Chapel 
had been built many years ago. the 
students of Rollins College would 
have been aware of the solitary 
watchman by hto cry of “Three 
bells and all's well!” Today, very- 
few students know nf Julius Oliver 
who kr*|M a watchful eye on the 
chapel and the theatre and sea* 
that no one pass*# within their 
doors to dn mischief. 

Beside, having at present the 
occupation of guarding the new 
building#, Julius 1* guilty of hav¬ 
ing a past? He was burn 69 years 
ago on Indian Island, situated just 
off the northern coast nf North¬ 
western Africa. The island was 
divided into 20 district*, each in¬ 
habited by a tribe at th* head of 
which was a chief. 

A “Big Chief" ruled over ail the 
islands and was replaced at death 
by th* chosen chief of one of the 
tribe*. 

Hi* people lived iu reed, tepee¬ 
like huts, am) wore Inkn-clnth* uf 
animal skin* as their only gar¬ 
ments, and ale little cooked food. 
The men of a tribe were allowed to 
change wive* three times, and the 
women were permitted tu exchange 
husband, in like manner. If the 
third marriage wax not a success, 
the party to blame lost his nr her 
head and a great celebration and 
feast was held by tbe tribe. 

The methods of raising children 
cn the island were like those men¬ 
tioned in More** “Utopia." They 
were taken from their parents 
when about nine day* old, brand¬ 
ed with the tribal sign and pot In¬ 
to "harnagu" houses, the Isoys in 
one and the girl* in another. The 
“Big Chur' supervised their up¬ 
bringing. The children ate uut of 
trough* like pig* and were requir¬ 
ed to wait on themselvc#. When 
they were very young, they were 
repeatedly (brown into rivers and 
threatened to be left there until 
they made an effort to swim. 

By other such forcible methods, 
Ihv children were taught to pro¬ 
tect tbemselve* from danger. As 
•oon a* the boys showed signs of 
becoming efficient workers, they 
Were released from the "harnage" 


house* and the supervision of the 
••Big Chief” and were *U«»ed to 
join their tribe. The most effi¬ 
cient uf the men were chosen by 
th* chief to head the different 20 
tribes. 

The girl*, in separate “harnage'' 
houses, led a very different life. 
They were taught tn make cloth, 
pottery, shell beads, blanket*, snd 
other exports, and were required 
to remain in the “harnage" hous¬ 
es until they were bought from the 
"Big Chief" by the men of the 
tribe*. The girl* need not have 
any great talents, but they must 
have very good dispositions. They 
have very few household dull*# as 
clothe# were scarce In style and ex¬ 
tremely simple- Most of the food 
was brought home by the husbands, 
and was eaten raw, thereby simpli¬ 
fying cooking greatly. 

Julius looks mure like a negro 
than an Indian, as Ms father was 
Spanish and American, and his 
mother was French and Indian, 
however this i* what he say*. 
“Whan I done come over, ma' skin 
wot red, and «na’ hair wux straight. 

| It’s th* weather and the food what 
'don* it. Yes ma'am!" 

lie has several unusual physical 
characteristics; hto finger-nail* are 
extremely larre and heavy, which 
he says is a tribal characteristic, 
and one tooth in the right side or 
hto lovrer jaw to twice the rise of 
any normal tooth and fit* Into a 
vacant spar* in the upper jaw per¬ 
fectly. 

Another strange character*tic of 
members of these tribe* is their 
surprising long life. Julius' grand¬ 
father was thrown from a horse 
when he was 120 years old and 
died frnm the Injuries received, his 
father was killed in a train wreck 
while traveling when he was 80 
years old. Julius, himself, is 60 
year* old and he feet* better every 
day. He still rata most nf hto food 
' raw. He never has gone to a tloc-
